The 
honseH, adiipled t(.) tho cliiuiitc, are like 
fiiiry bowerH, and furnished witli hivi.sh 
cxiravagnnce. Of course, pcoplo so 
hroii^'ht up lire wl. Hy luiru for any otlicr 
mode of life, Iml ihey aro jicrfecily 
happy in their o.vii wiiy. Imagine .'^in.li 
peo[)le, tlien, ex|'n-:i ij to the biuialiliu.- 
of ttieseao called Insur^'i iits; the niolhers 
!ind .'^is' CPS uf tl.e mo>l resj)i;ct;ib!e uili- 
zens of Cnha given over to the lusts of the 
vilo wretches, or driven from their lands 
and hoinca in utter and hrlples.s bug- 
giiry. l.s it any wuiider that Lietieral 
Dnloi' Ims lioi.slod tho black flag, and 
refused to fi;ivo any quarter to such Luni.in 
abortions ? Can any one blame hinj ? 
There can he no pretext of slavery made 
use of to extenuate the terrible slaughter 
of innocent people in Cuba, becaufo the 
now Governuient of Spain bad decided on 
the abolition of slavery on the Islutid; 
and it seems very evident that tho fear 
of the proximate liberation of tho slaves 
removing a pretext abroad, aud a great 
power to induce tho slaves to join them 
on tlio I-laiid, had rnncli to do with the 
hurri(d way in uliieh the atieii,,)l has 
been brought aljout..

A very distinct shook of earthquake 
was felt j'ostorday evening, of which 
wo liavo received tho several accounts 
published below. The lime of the oc- 
currot co wan a few minutes after six 
o'clock, and up lo the lime we write 
the accounts received concur in repre- 
senting tho East Lancashire district as 
that in which llio vibration was tbo 
hliarposL. In Mandiosior the shock 
was vory slightly cxperioncod, but the 
coiilirmaliun ot dineioiit and perfect- 
ly iiidepondont wilneases in tho city 
leaves nu doubt that tboir sensation 
ol a vory jjcouliar aud unusual shak- 
ing ot Ibo grt)Und concurred in point 
of liino \sith the more violent tremb- 
ling reported from oilior towns. A 
sudden tremor of the walls of a room, 
unaccompanied hy any noise, but so 
marked as to i rompl u gentleman to 
oxcluiin, "That mtist bo an earth- 
(jtiako,'' was pefce|itililo in the oflico ot 
Ibis journal iit a few minutes atler six 
o'clock. Tbe aeusulion was little more 
than momcDlury, and was forgotten 
until the repoits Iiom other places 
confirmed l ho impression. In several 
if the suburbs of Mancbosler there 
was a similar cxporionco. At Poiidlo- 
tjii the diroL'tioii of the shock appear- 
ed lo bo from east to west. Tho floors 
and windows rattled slightly, and oar 
informant there says "there was a 
toiiiid like a gust ol wind." This was 
at about G;10 by Iho church clock. A 
corros] ondont residing in Cbeolwood, 
Manchester, itirortns us tba'- the shock 
was sensibly fult ihoro. lio compares 
it (using ttlraost proct-oly the same 
words as tho foregoing writors) to a 
''sudden gust of wind," violently obak- 
iiig the liou-io and ihrealoiiing the walls 
and roof. The notion of an eariho 
quako waa immediately suggested lo 
all in the house, and tho limo specified 
agrees with that indicated in other 
places. It would appear, as far as can 
bo generalized trum the reports lo 
hand, thai the sliock was the mo.st 
sharply oxporionccd on tho more eleva- 
ted points of tho district uii'ocied
